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peace of mind. That is why so many of 
them invest their savings in American

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Signs of Sunrise in Israel 


No other fulfillment of prophecy in our time has been 
so impressive and convincing as the founding of the nation 
of Israel in May, 1948. Bible students have known all along 
that Palestine would one day be the national home of the 
Jews, and now we have seen it come to pass during our 
lifetime. It is one of the signs that has made those who love 
His appearing look up and lift up their heads, believing that 
their redemption draweth nigh (Luke 21:28). It is well 
known that most of the Jews are. returning in unbelief; 
nevertheless there are some evidences of an awakening among 
them. For instance, thousands of copies of the Prophecy 
Edition of the New Testament, issued by the Million Testa- 
ments Campaigns, which is directed by Mr. George T. B. 
Davis, are being distributed and eagerly received and read 
in Israel. Some Jews are being saved. Mr. Davis recently 
passed on to the writer a page from the Jerusalem Post for 
March 25, 1960, containing an article entitled “Vacancies 
for Jewish Evangelists,” by Arthur Saul Super. Mr. Super 
wrote of the Billy Graham meetings in Jerusalem in the 
spring, and commended the evangelist for his simple, direct 
style, which even a child can understand. He was careful not 
to speak favorably of the Gospel, but said that what Israel 
needs is evangelists for Judaism. Yet, like the faint, gray light 
that suffuses the heavens before dawn, there were gleams in 
his article that may presage that time when “the Sun of 


righteousness [shall] arise with healing in his wings” (Mal. 
4:2). “Latterly signs are multiplying,” wrote Mr. Super, 
“that at last we are beginning to feel spiritual hunger in the 
same way as it is felt in the rest of the world. A growing 
political maturity is showing us that our local problems are 
an integral part of those of the world, that the basic one is 
the desperate question as to whether life, now so easily de- 
structible on such a universal scale, has any purpose which 
transcends the purely physical and the mere fact of continued 
existence. It is to such questions that the evangelists of our 
time profess to bring an answer. ‘Evangelist’ is merely a 
hellenized form of the good old Biblical word ‘mevasser,’ 
which means, ‘he who brings good tidings.’ ”” What Mr. Super 
is pleading for here is not Christian evangelists, but those 
who will help to spread Judaism. But the fact that he con- 
fesses there is spiritual hunger among Jews is interesting, 
and this hunger could lead some to investigate and then to 
accept Christ as their Saviour and Messiah. Perhaps the state 
of mind described by Mr. Super is preparing the way for the 
fulfillment of this promise: “And I will pour upon the house 
of David, and upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, the spirit 
of grace and of supplications: and they shall look upon me 
whom they have pierced, and they shall mourn for him, as 
one mourneth for his only son, and shall be in bitterness for 


him, as one . . . for his firstborn” (Zech. 12:10). 
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D. How To Have CuHrIsTIAN LOVE 


IRST, Christian love may be ob- 
P tines by meditating on the love 

of God and love of Christ. The 
master passage in the Bible on the 
love of God is 1 John 4:7-21. A 
thoughtful reading of that passage will 
show that John wrote it to produce 
love in Christians. The introduction 
and conclusion of that passage teach 
us that John had in mind, not only 
the love of God toward us but the duty 
of Christian love toward others. He 
commences this master passage by say- 
ing, “Beloved, let us love one another: 
for love is of God; and every one that 
loveth is born of God, and knoweth 
God.” Then he writes of the love of 
God “toward us” (v. 9, 10) to the end 
that Christians might have love for 
others. “Beloved, if God so loved us, 


we ought also to love one another 
ew. TB). 

Meditate much on the love of God, 
and you will find Christian love for 
others has been begotten in your own 
heart. Meditate, too, on the love of 
Christ: feed on it, study it, and you 
will obtain Christian love for - others. 

F. W. Robertson of Brighton, Eng- 
land, in one of his famous sermons, 
said: “Patiently strive to master the 
meaning of this mighty word “love,” 
in the only light that is left us—the 
light of the Saviour’s life: ‘As I have 
loved you’; that alone expounds it. If 
we would understand this love, it must 
be ever a ‘new’ commandment, ever 
receiving fresh light and meaning from 
His life.” Isaac Watts teaches that a 
way to get Christian love is to know 
the love of Christ for us. He wrote: 





Come, Holy Spirit, heavenly Dove, 

With all Thy. quickening powers; 

Come, shed abroad a Saviour’s love, 
d that shall kindle ours. 


Think of the love that the Lord Jesus 
manifested toward His disciples, even 
with all their faults and worldly am- 
bitions and failures. John, one of them, 
was so impressed with it that he wrote 
that “Jesus . . : having loved his own 
which were in the world, he loved 
them unto the end [the uttermost]” 
(John 13:1). Madam Guyon wrote 
this: . “Jesus Christ was full of sweet- 
ness and love. How patiently did He 
bear with His imperfect disciples, even 
with Judas, without anger,: without bit- 
terness, even. without coldness. How 
lovely was Jesus!” 


2. We should: look to the Holy Spirit 
to bear this fruit of Christian love in 
us, “The fruit of the Spirit is love.” 
This Christian love is of Heaven and 
born of Heaven and produced by the 
Holy Spirit from Heaven. Romans 15:30 
also teaches that Christian love is of the 
Spirit: “Now I beseech you, brethren, 
for the Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, and 
for the love of the Spirit ...” Paul means 
the love inbreathed by the Spirit, the 
love flowing from the Spirit. 

In his little book, “Love Made Perfect,” 
Andrew Murray says: “This love is to 
come through the Holy Spirit. Yes; 
the work of the Holy Spirit is this: 
that in and through Him the Father 
begets the Son. He is the love which 
is their living bond of union. And it 
is this Holy Spirit we are now to look 
to to bring the love of God as a heav- 
enly reality, as a divine life, into our 
hearts. . . . Oh, look at the mystery of 
the love of the Father to Christ His 
Son, the love that fills eternity. Look 
at the love of the Son to us—heavenly 
love made manifest on earth. The love 
that the Spirit brings is this very same 
divine and heavenly love; and this per- 
fect, divine love, the Holy Spirit will 
pour out in our hearts. Let us fix our 
faith upon this.” 


3. Prayer for it will bring Christian 
love in our hearts and lives. The words 
of Paul in 1 Thessalonians 3:12 are 
both a wish and a prayer, “And the 
Lord make you to increase and abound 
in love one toward another, and toward 
all men, even as we do toward you.” 
That prayer was answered in their case, 
as stated by Paul himself in 2 Thes- 
Salonians 1:3, “We are bound to thank 
God always for you, brethren, as it is 
meet, because . . the charity [love, 
agape] of every one of you all toward 
each other aboundeth.” May it be an- 
Swered in the hearts and lives of us 
Christians today! 

Another prayer for Christian love is 
recorded in Philippians 1:9, “And this

“Unto you that fear my name 
shall the Sun of righteousness arise 
with healing in his wings” (Mal. 
4:2). 
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I pray, that our love: may abound yet 
more and more in knowledge and in 
all judgment.” Adam Clarke’s com- 
ment on that prayer for Christian love 
brings out the richness and fullness of 
the Greek words used. “This is the 
substance of all my prayers for you, 
that your love to God, to one another, 
and to.all mankind, may abound yet 
more and more, that it may be like a 
river perpetually fed with rain and 
fresh streams, so that it continues to 
swell and increase till it fills all its 
banks, and floods the adjacent plains.” 

We must seek God for this Christian 
love. Such love can come only from 
God. . Again, in that little-known book, 
“Love Made Perfect,” Andrew Murray 
says: “If-I want love I must seek God, 
for love is the very nature of God. 
The love that I need is God Himself 
coming into my heart. . . But the 
love of. Heaven, the love of eternity, 
that will last, the love that is not in 
the flesh, but that comes from Heaven, 
that love is God, and if I want. that 
love I must have God.” 

Oh, Christians, let us look. unto God 
by prayer for this Bible-taught Chris- 
tian love. Prayer for it will bring and 
preserve it. William Law, in his famous 
but now little-known and _less-read 
book, “A Serious Call to a Devout and 
Holy Life,” says much about obtaining 
Christian love through prayer. He 
writes concerning “the nature and ne- 
cessity of universal love,” that Chris- 
tians are “called to intercession, as the 
most proper exercise to raise and pre- 
serve that love.” He instances it by 
the early Christians. “The first followers 
of Christ seem to support all their 
love by mutual prayers for one an- 
other. .. . It was this holy intercession 
that raised Christians to such a state 
of mutual love, as far exceeded all 
that had been praised and admired in 
human friendship. And when the same 
spirit of intercession is again in the 
world, when Christianity has the same 
power over the hearts of people that 
it then had, this holy friendship will 
be again in fashion, and Christians 
will be again the wonder of the world, 
for that exceeding love which they bear 
to one another.” 

William Law further states that this 
kind of intercession by Christians that 
“supports all their love” is “the di- 
vinest exercise that the heart of man 
can be engaged in.” Perhaps there is 
a fellow Christian you do not love as 
you should; perhaps there is a fellow 
minister of Christ you do not love as 
you ought, because his views of Bible 
truth are not yours. What should you 
do to love that one with Christian love? 
Why, pray for him! “For there is noth- 
ing that makes us love a man so much 
as praying for him; and when you can 
once pray sincerely for any man, you 
have fitted your soul for the perform- 
ance of everything that is kind and 
civil towards him. You cannot 
possibly have any ill temper, or show 
any unkind behaviour to a man, for 
whose welfare you are so much con- 
cerned, as to be his advocate with 
God in private” (William Law). 


If the Spirit of God should reveal 
any unlovingness in our spirits toward 
other Christians, let us make it a mat- 


ter of fervent prayer. William Law 
wrote of one of his characters’ who 
had such an unloving spirit toward 
others, and who prayed about it, “He 
has prayed away this spirit.” 

4. Another way to get Christian love 
in the heart is to follow after it, to 
pursue it, till we have it. Paul wrote 
to the believers in Corinth: 
after love” (1 Cor. 14:1, A.S.V.). The 
Greek says, “the love,” meaning the 
love he had just written about in 
the preceding chapter, 1 Corinthians 13, 
the famous love chapter of the whole 
Bible. The word for “follow after” in the 
original means to “seek eagerly,” “to 
drive -on for,” “to speed after.” If we 
“follow after love” in those ways we 
shall get it. Again Paul wrote to Tim- 
othy: “Follow after ... love” (1 Tim 
6:11). Clergymen and all Christians, 
therefore, should earnestly pursue after 
Christian love. 

I close by giving you a final word 
on Christian love from the book by 
William Law, “A Serious Call to a De- 
vout and Holy Life”: “Now there is 
nothing that so much exalts our souls, 
as this heavenly love: it cleanses and 
purifies like a holy fire, and all ill 
tempers fall away before it. It makes 
room for all virtues, and carries them 
to their greatest height. Everything 
that is good and holy grows out of it, 
and it becomes a continual source of 
all holy desires and pious practices.” 

May God help writer and reader to 
get and retain this Christian love.

Did Bible Writers Know 
Mathematical Proportions? 


In 1 Kings 7:23 we read that the 
“molten sea” prepared by Solomon 
for the Temple had a diameter of 
ten cubits and that the circumference 
was thirty cubits. Does not this 
show an error in the Bible, or that 
its authors did not know that the 
proportion of the diameter of:a circle 
to the circumference is as 1 to 3.1416. 
—A Swedish reader. 


Certainly the One who created the 
stars and the planets and flung them 
out in their courses knew the pro- 
portion of the diameter of a circle to 
its circumference long before mere man 
ever discovered it. The Holy Spirit 
who, as a member of the Trinity, 
shared in Creation, is also the One 
who God-breathed the Scriptures (2 
Tim. 3:16), and who preserved . them 
from error in their original texts. 

1 Kings 7:24 tells us that the “molten 
sea” had a brim, and in verse 26 we 
learn that this brim was wrought like 
the brim of a cup or the flower of 4

stand today, it may be said that 

there are roughly three gener- 
ations of those who have expounded 
the truths concerning the Lord’s re- 
turn. We rejoice that today there are 
many servants of the Lord who are 
preaching and teaching the imminent 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
the many related prophetic truths. I 
will not attempt to name them for the 
list would be too long and the reader 
could no doubt add many names. Then 
there was the generation of teachers 
that preceded, many of whom began 
their ministry late in the nineteenth 
century and some of whom have only 
recently passed off the scene, such men 
as C. I. Scofield, A. C. Gaebelein, H. A.

The writer cannot adequately express 
his indebtedness to some of these men 
and the books they have written. If 
there is any one work that he would 
put at the head of the list, it is “The 
Scofield Reference Bible,’ which has 
helped multiplied thousands into real 
personal study of the Word of God for 
themselves. I think it was Dr. Charles 
G. Trumbull who recommended a Sco- 
field Bible and a Cruden’s Concordance 
as the first tools for any young Chris- 
tian who desired to get started in real 
Bible study. As a young believer I 
experienced the value of this advice.

A Third and Earlier Generation 


But behind these two. generations 
Stands a third, much less known to 
most Christians today but not less im- 
portant, for it was this generation of 
men living in the nineteenth century 
who were led of the Spirit in the re- 
covery of the truth of which we have 
been speaking. It was this generation 
of authors and teachers that I gradually 
became aware of after I had begun 
my own ministry, and I would like to 
name some of them in order that the 
Treader may profit by their ministry if 
he has not already done so.

for his writings and this is a great loss 
to the Lord’s people. The thirty-four 
volumes of “Collected Writings of J. N. 
Darby,” all of them well over five- 
hundred pages and four of these vol- 
umes on prophetic subjects alone, are 
rich in studies on Israel, the remnant, 
the Church, the Tribulation, the mil- 
lennium and many similar themes. His 
five volume set, “Synopsis of the Books 
of the Bible” (Loizeaux Bros., $17.95; 
$4 each), not included in the “Collected 
Writings,” are of inestimable value in 
helping one seize the real meaning of 
the text of Scripture, and of course 
much of this is on prophecy. Also the 
three volumes of “Letters of J. N. 
Darby” covering fifty years of corre- 
spondence with a wide range of Chris- 
tian people, often give one glimpses 
into some of the prophetic problems 
that were stirring the minds of Bible 
students in those days. One letter, 
written in 1832 to the editor of The 
Christian Herald and published in that 
British paper, gives an interesting and 
detailed report of one of the early 
prophetic conferences at Powerscourt 
Castle near Dublin, describing the 
Scriptures considered, and the trends 
of their thinking at that time. 


Two Important Prophecy Magazines 


William Kelly, to whom I have al- 
ready alluded, wrote some sixty vol- 
umes, mainly expositions, and several 
hundred pamphlets. Of these, three 
prophetic titles of special interest are: 
“Elements. of Prophecy,” a 260-page 
book in which he effectually deals with 
the erroneous year-day theory that so 
many date setters have used and which 
the Seventh Day Adventists follow to 


this day; “Lectures on the Book of 
Revelation,” a five-hundred page ex- 
position in the course of which -he 


completely answers the historical school 
of interpretation; and “Lectures on the 
Second Coming and Kingdom of the 
Lord Jesus Christ,” thought by many 
to be the finest work ever written on 
the subject. Kelly also edited The Bible 
Treasury for fifty years, a journal con- 
taining much prophetic material of 
great value. 

In America, there was James H. 
Brookes, that great man of God whose 
ministry had such a marked influence 
on C. I. Scofield in the early part of his 
Christian life. Brookes edited the mag- 
azine, The Truth, for many ‘years and 
was. the author of several helpful books 
on prophecy, among them “Till He 
Come” and “Maranatha” (both out of 
print). F. W. Grant edited Helps by 
the Way, and was the author of such

ELIGIOUS Journalism in America. 
R —Many who are, more or less, un- 
identified with some of our larger 
denominations are probably unaware of 
the quite phenomenal circulations some 
denominational organs are attaining 
(some. of them, of course, being heavily 
subsidized). The new monthly of the 
Methodist Church, Together, has in four 
years attained a circulation of over.a 
million; Presbyterian Life also now has 
over a million subscribers. The Ro- 
man Catholic Church has over 130 news- 
papers and some 450 magazines in our 
country alone, with a total circulation 
of about 25,000,000, which is double that 
of thirty years ago. 


Shanghai’s Christian Bookstore 
Closed.—One regrets to report that after 
years of fruitful ministry, the Chris- 
tian Bookstore in Shanghai was closed 
a few months ago by the Chinese au- 
thorities who said that it was encour- 
aging the Anti-revolutionaries. The 
government has reduced the 150 Shang- 
hai churches of all denominations to 
twenty state churches. 


Congress on Crime Increase.—As an 
indication of the amazing, unlooked- 
for increase in criminal activity through- 
out the world, the London papers have 
recently been reporting a meeting of 
criminologists, lawyers, social workers, 
civil servants, and the like, from eighty- 
four different countries, meeting at 
Church House, Westminster, the head- 
quarters of Anglican activities. This 
two-week Congress was held under the 
auspices of the United Nations organi- 
zation. Lord Kilmuir, the former Home 
Secretary for England, stated that be- 
fore the war, Britain’s prisons held 
10,000 inmates, while today there are 
27,000, and added that in England last 
year criminal acts occurred with more 
than twice the frequency of any pre- 
war year. In discussing the cause for 
and welfare policies could not by them- 
crime, they almost all agreed that “im- 
provement of material living conditions 
selves stop the present increase of crime 
and delinquency.” 


A Bill Adverse to Christianity De- 
feated in India—It is good to hear 
from India that a bill requiring official 
proof of religious conviction before any 
citizen of India would be allowed to 
embrace Christianity was defeated after 
two days of Parliamentary debate. The 
Minister of State for Home Affairs de- 
clared the bill unconstitutional, denied 
that missionary activities were harm- 
ful to the country, and most astonish- 
ing, maintained that Christianity orig- 
inated in India by the ministry of the 
Apostle Thomas (a very ancient and 
possibly correct tradition), and is thus 
as truly an Indian religion as is Hin- 
duism. 
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Communism and Morality in Red 
China and North Korea.—May I sug- 
gest that all my readers who are con- 
cerned with this matter of Communism 
send to the Government Printing Office 
for a pamphlet entitled, ‘Communist 
Persecution of Churches in Red China 
and North Korea.” This is published 
by the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities of the House of Representatives. 


I would like to quote just one brief . 


statement from one of the witnesses, 
the Rev. Shih-Ping Wang, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Taiwan Baptist Evangeli- 
zation Society Seminary, to the question 
asked of him by a member of the 
Committee, “Is the Communist system 
raising the morality of the people?” 
His reply, “No. There is no morality. 
(1) There is ‘no morality because the 
love of the family is taken away. (2) 
There is no honesty and respect among 
men or between men. There is no 
human dignity, they are all like ani-. 
mals: (3) There is no guilt associated 
with the murder of individuals for the 
improvement of the state. (4) There 
is no prostitution on the mainland in 
the communes because there is no man- 
woman relationship except the sanc- 
tioned two hours a week granted by 
the government. In Communist party 
circles, a woman must submit herself 
to any party member who desires her 
favors. If the woman refuses a party 
member, she may be thrown into jail, 
or stripped and nailed to a wall until 
she dies.” 


Bible Society Barred from Leipzig 
Fair.—From a recently published Brit- 
ish paper we are informed that the 
Soviet Zone Authorities have barred 
the Evangelical Bible Society of East 
Berlin from displaying its products at 
the Leipzig spring trade fair, contrary 
to what has-been the case in previous 
years. The reason given was a lack of 
exhibition space. 


The Moody Bible Institute of Chicago 
continues to be a pioneer in many 
areas of Christian activity. Moody 
Press has just announced plans to pub- 
lish more than 50 new evangelical books 
in Spanish during the next few years, 
which will include a complete Bible 
story book for children, a one-volume 
Bible commentary, etc. The Institute 
begins this fall a three year course in 
Missionary Broadcasting, which will in- 
clude laboratory work in construction, 
installation, and maintenance of broad- 
casting equipment, as well as all those 
many subjects that pertain to the ac- 
tual preparation and deliverance of the 
broadcast programs. 


Increased Power for South Korea 
Radio Station—The Evangelical Alli- 
ance Mission has just announced that 
the new government of South Korea 
has given approval to the missionary 


radio station HLKX, to increase its 
power from 20,000 to 50,000 watts, which 
will virtually double the possible cov- 
erage of broadcasts from HLKX. These 
broadcasts are carried: on in Chinese, 
Russian, Korean, and English. 


New Greek New Testament.—From 
the always interesting official publi- 
cation of the American Bible Society, 
The Bible Society Record, I think my 
readers will be glad for the following 
quotation: 

“For. the first time in the history of 
Christendom it has been arranged that 
a committee of New Testament textual 
scholars undertake to study all the 
available evidence in the preparation 
of a new Greek text representing the 
latest discoveries, a careful evaluation 
of existing data and the presentation 
of relevant evidence on all points in- 
volving significant problems of ‘inter- 
pretation. The text, footnotes and 
supplementary volumes which will ac- 
company the text are designed to pro- 
vide the student, pastor, scholar and 
translator with hitherto unavailable re- 
sources to aid:in the study and under- 


. Standing of the New Testament. 


“It is hoped that this project, spon- 
sored by the American Bible Society 
in co-operation with the National Bible 
Society of Scotland and the Wiirttem- 
berg Bible Society of Germany, will 
help to meet the growing demand for 
a more satisfactory text of the Greek 
New Testament. 

“Dr. Eugene A. Nida of the American 
Bible Society has announced that, ac- 
cording to the present schedule adopted 
for this project, the editorial work of 
the Committee will require at least 
six summer sessions (1956-61) and ap- 
proximately two. or three years of ad- 
ditional time given to the. editing, 
proofreading and publication of the text 
and supplementary volumes.” 


“No Room for the Christian Faith.’”— 
During the last ten years I have in- 
creasingly felt that evangelical Chris- 
tians of the continent of Europe have 
a far deeper insight into the power and 
increasing influence of the opposition 
to the Christian faith than we have in 
our: prosperous and easygoing country. 
I can remember how deeply moved I 
was a few years ago in hearing for the 
first time the head of the famous Bible 
Institute at Beattenberg who seemed 
to speak as it were out of an under- 
standing of the criticalness of world 
conditions from the standpoint of the 
Gospel, that we rarely hear from the 
lips of our Christian leaders. This has 
recently been re-emphasized to me if 


reading statements from German 
church leaders. : Thus, for example, the 
Right Rev. Hanns Lilje, Lutheral 


Bishop of Hanover, Germany, speaking 
a few weeks ago at Union Theological 
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Seminary in New York City said, “The 
Christian Church seems to have lost to 
the same degree the capacity to. speak 
about its beliefs in a manner which 
should convey the impression of some- 
thing real and alive. 

“The language of the theologians 
seems to have become so artificial, so 
self-centered and so remote from real 
life that one can only dream of the 
times when theology took the lead in 
the universities and was the most form- 
ative influence in the intellectual. life 
of Western nations. : 

“The scenery for Christianity has 
changed in our time more deeply and 
more fundamentally than most church 
people realize,” he said. “We do live, 
for all practical purposes, in a non- 
Christian world. 

“The term should be used in its pre- 
cise meaning. It is not an anti-Chris- 
tian age—we live in a non-Christian 
period. The mentality of modern man 
is colored by an all-prevailing atheism, 
not anti-atheism. There is just no more 
room for the concept of God and, there- 
fore, none for the Christian faith.” 


Methodists and Conversion.—There 
seems to be coming over the Methodist 
Church in England a radical change 
regarding the matter of genuine, super- 
natural conversion. It will be recalled 
that the head of the Youth Department 
of the Methodist Church in England 
vigorously opposed the whole program 
and emphasis of the Billy Graham cru- 
sades. In less than ten years there 
seems to be a return, at. least on the 
part of some leaders, to the great truths 
which gave birth to the Wesley Move- 
ment. In the conference of the Meth- 
odist Church held in Liverpool, in 
September of this year, a new emphasis 
was placed upon the matter of con- 
version. A writer in the Methodist 
Recorder makes the following state- 
ment: 

“In what I regard as the finest Meth- 
odist report for many years, ‘The Mes- 
sage and Mission of Methodism,’ stated 
that Methodism has given a prominent 
place in its teaching to conversion. 
Would it be true to say ‘is giving’? 
In this report,. published in 1946, there 
is the strong suggestion that a code of 
behavior was being accepted as a sub- 
stitute for conversion, and belief in 
gradual conversion which may result 
in giving ‘birth to conversions that are 
so gradual as to suggest hardly any 
perceptible change.’ Hence the con- 
clusion that ‘no man who has any 
knowledge of his own desperate con- 
dition or that of the world can be 
happy about the modern capitulation 
to “gradual” conversions.’ 

“Do we preach, and do we Method- 
ists in 1960 really believe, that the 
answer to our own ‘desperate con- 
dition’ and that of the world is firstly 
that of a real personal conversion? Is 
the emphasis in our teaching as well 
as our preaching—surely these should 
always be wedded in proclaiming the 
evangel—on the new birth (and all new 
life begins with birth) which is the 
work of the Holy Spirit? Do we be- 
lieve that there is no substitute to be 


and even church membership?” 

In the same issue of the Methodist 
Recorder in acknowledging the fact that 
total membership in Methodist. Sunday 
schools in the last year declined by 
some 35,000, the article goes on to urge 
that Methodists stop talking about de- 
clines and difficulties, and start doing 
something about the situation, improv- 
ing their. literature, improving the 
premises. on which such schools .are 
held, vigorously invading unchurched 
areas, and presenting a new emphasis 
upon what Christ can do for us. 


Television in Great Britain is prov- 
ing as. serious an intrusion upon the 
former .ways of spending Sunday as in 
America. England does not have the 
many channels for television as America 
does, so there is practically no choice. 
The announcements of the Association 
Television programs for one Sunday in 
September, it is true begins with a 
Sunday. morning service from 11 o’clock 
to 12. The television program resumed 
at 2 in the afternoon was a discussion 
on free speech. At 2:30 the feature 
was “Bonanza,” a popular Western. In 
another hour was a program entitled 
“Our House,” a comedy. At 4:20 for 
25 minutes was a science program, at 
4:45 was a sea story called “The Buc- 
caneers.” A children’s serial followed. 
At 6:15 was a religious program for 
teenagers. At 7, a program “about re- 
ligion,” at 7:30 for a half hour a story 
of international crime. However from 
8 to 9 o’clock was a musical program 
from the London Palladium. At 9 
o’clock a 11-hour drama; at 10 the 
American program, “Maverick,” at 11 
“International Detective.” No comment 
is necessary. And—no choice. 


A Deep Sea Port for Israel.—I never 
tire, and I hope my readers do not, of 
speaking of-the great things that are 
happening in Israel. All Biblical geog- 
raphies emphasize the extremely poor 
harbor facilities along the Palestinian 
coast, and anyone who has disembarked 
at Joppa in the last 50 years will know 
what I mean. A decision has just been 
reached to establish at Ashdod one of 
the finest deep-sea ports in the Med- 
iterranean, which it is hoped will be in 
operation by 1965. Ashdod was one of 
the five great cities of the Philistines, 
famous among other things for the epi- 
sode of the ark of the covenant (1 
Sam. 5). Today this city is just 23 
miles south of Tel-Aviv. When the en- 
tire program is finished in 1975 the 
port will have 21 berths, able to han- 
dle 3 million metric tons of cargo an- 
nually. 


The Pro-Jerusalem Society is the 
name of a new organization that has 
just been formed in Israel. The Prime 
Minister, David Ben-Gurion, in address- 
ing the Society’s first public assembly, 
listed three objectives he would like to 
see attained. First of all he hoped 
that Jerusalem would become the big- 
gest city in Israel, and said that Tel- 
Aviv and Haifa ought not to grow 
much larger. Secondly, Jerusalem 
should become the spiritual and cul- 
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found in good works, rules of conduct, 





tural head of Israel. Thirdly, he wanted 
Jerusalem to become a place of great 
beauty, a city of gardens and parks. 
The organization itself has among its 
other projects the fostering of a love 
of Jerusalem throughout the world, the 
encouragement of pilgrimages, the 
spread of knowledge of the city’s his- 
tory, the establishment of a museum to 
house its historical relics, and the as- 
sembling of books, works of art, and 
religious objects associated with Jeru- 
salem and its history. 


Contemporary Artists in Israel.—In 
that excellent periodical, The Jews in 
the News published in Grand Rapids, 
is an interesting item by Eliezer Ben 
Hadash on the Biblical spirit manifest 
today in the works of contemporary 
artists in Israel. He writes, “These in- 
fluences can be observed in the work 
of Israeli painters. They do not fol- 
low any one school or style of paint- 
ing, all schools and _ “styles. being 
represented among them, from straight 
realism to extreme abstraction, yet it 
is true that by and large there is dis- 
cernible in their efforts one quality 
above all—a quality that can best be 
described as Biblical. This fact has 
been noted by many observers, but it 
has been expressed most vividly per- 
haps by Yurika Mann, founder-director 
of the Jerusalem Art Center, who has 
written: ‘At the height of the Ren- 
aissance, the canvases of Rembrandt, 
Raphael, Michelangelo, Titian, Leonardo 
da. Vinci, Tintoretto, and many others 
were inspired by the Bible—its people, 
its places, and its lore. Now, after more 
than half a millennium, in the new- 
day renaissance of Israel, Jewish artists 
paint these classic scenes once more, not 
so much for their historic significance, 
but because they form the backdrop 
of the drama of their lives. They paint 
Jerusalem and Hebron and the dazzling 
desert because this is home, so much 
sweeter in their eyes after the long, 
long exile.” 


The Gideon Organization continues to 
carry out effectively the purpose to 
which it is dedicated, the distribution 
of the Holy Scriptures. During their 
last year, according to the latest an- 
nual report, they had placed 149,000 
Bibles in hotels throughout the coun- 
try, and they had distributed the amaz- 
ing number of 1,310,000 copies of the 
Youth Testament. The ladies of the 
auxiliary distributed 121,000 Nurse Tes- 
taments. The total: number of Bibles 
distributed by the Gideons up to. the 
present time is something over 4,754,000, 
in addition to which they have dis- 
tributed over 14 million Youth Testa- 
ments, and such, or a combined total 
of 36 million Bibles, Testaments and 
other publications. 

Would anyone want to make a guess 
as to the area in which the largest 
number of Bibles is being distributed? 
It is the California-Nevada area. On 
the other hand the state in which the 
largest number of Youth Testaments 
have been distributed is, for reasons 
unknown to me, the State of Michigan 
and next to that the State of Ohio.

valuable works as “The Prophetic His- 
tory of the Church” (Loizeaux Bros., 
$2 paper; $3 cloth), a detailed treat- 
ment of the letters to the seven 
churches in Revelation 2 and 3; and 
“The Hope of the Morning Star,” which 
is largely a review of objections to an 
immediate expectation of the Lord’s re- 
turn. His greatest work, however, was 
“The Numerical Bible” (Loizeaux), un- 
fortunately left uncompleted by his 
death, but covering Genesis to 2 Sam- 
uel, Psalms, Ezekiel and all of the New 
Testament. Among commentaries on 
the Psalms, Grant’s volume is outstand- 
ing for giving the real setting and sig- 
nificance as well as seeing the Spirit of 
Christ working in the remnant in the 
last days. 

William Trotter’s “Plain Papers on 
Prophetic Subjects” (out of print), is 
one of the most complete single vol- 
umes ever written on prophecy, taking 
up in some six-hundred pages practi- 
cally every aspect of the subject. “The 
Lord’s Coming, Israel, and the Church” 
(out of print) by T. B. Baines is an- 
other excellent volume of 450 pages 
especially opening up the truth of the 
Church, its character and hope. The 
names of the editors do not appear in 
“A New and Concise Bible Dictionary” 
but it is probably one of the most 
thoroughgoing premillennial Bible dic- 
tionaries ever published and, until 
recently, the only one. Almost nine- 
hundred pages in length, it is still pub- 
lished by G. Morrish in London though 


unfortunately the excellent pocket 
maps in the front and back covers are 
no longer included. 

Space is insufficient to permit the 
naming of the prophetic papers of Sir 
Edward Denny, J. G. Bellett, C. Stan- 
ley, H. H. Snell, Edward Dennett, F. 
G. Patterson, H. Rossier, W. T. P. Wol- 
ston, J. A. Trench, and others, but this 
was the generation of men who were 
living when the midnight cry first went 
forth and it will well repay the reader, 
as it has the writer, to take advantage 
of every opportunity of obtaining and 
studying their works. I do not wish 
to underrate any of the present valu- 
able books on prophecy when I say that 
I have found that these earlier writings 
show frequently a clearer, more com- 
prehensive grasp of prophetic truth 
than anything being written today. 
When such men of God as Ironside, 
Newell, Gaebelein and others fre- 
quently acknowledge their indebted- 
ness to them, it is only natural to want 
to profit by the same rich ministry. 

May the Lord stir our hearts with 
something more than a curious interest 
in this revival of a bygone day. The 
midnight cry has gone forth, but soon 
the Bridegroom Himself will come, and 
they that are ready will go in with 
Him to the marriage. To be ready 
means to be saved through faith in 
His atoning blood, but assuredly all 
such should arise and trim their lamps, 
turning away from all lethargy, in- 
difference, and worldliness and be “like 
unto men that wait for their Lord.” 
May it be so for His name’s sake.

John Bunyan’s Pilgrim Hymn 


A song of courage 


ODAY no one thinks of John Bun- 

yan as a hymn writer. His fame is 
so closely associated with “The Pilgrim’s 
Progress” that his skill as a poet has 
gone almost unnoticed. 

As a result, all too few people know of 
the fine “Pilgrim Hymn” that has been 
adapted from Valiant-for-Truth’s song 
in his famous allegory.¢ If ever a hymn 
seemed to fit in well with these times, it 
is this three-stanza piece, every line of 
which rings with conviction. No one 
reading it can fail to catch its intense 
fervor. How amazing that John Bunyan, 
a man of little learning, could have writ- 
ten with so much power! 

Bunyan lived at a time of a great re- 
ligious upheaval in England. He was 
born the son of a humble tinker and 
early was apprenticed to that trade. 
While still a youth, he was drafted to 
serve in Oliver Cromwell’s Parliamen- 
tary army. Apparently, life did not 
hold any serious purpose for him until 
after his conversion. 

For some time afterward, many 
doubts and fears tormented him. For a 
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while he even believed he had com- 
mitted “the unpardonable sin,” and, like 
William Blake, strange voices and 
fancies seemed to drive him. 

He found calm at last and started 
preaching. Then he faced a new kind 
of trouble—persecution. Charged with 
being a heretic, he was ordered to stop. 
When he refused, the authorities under 
King Charles II dealt with him more 
drastically. 

It was just three hundred years ago— 
on the night of November 12, 1660—that 
Bunyan stood up before his congrega- 
tion, Bible in hand, ready to begin 
preaching in the village of Samsell, Bed- 
fordshire. But before he could utter a 
word, a group of constables entered the 
meetinghouse. Carrying a warrant for 
his arrest, they took the young non- 
conformist into custody. 

Bedford jail always will be remem- 
bered as the place where he was con- 
fined for twelve years; where he wrote 
“The Pilgrim’s Progress.” It could not 
have been a very harsh imprisonment. 
There a man could make laces for the 


support of his wife and children and 
also carry on his writing. If the disci- 
pline had been severe, Bunyan’s great 
work never would have seen the light. 

Yet John Bunyan always will be 
counted great because of his courage. 
He would not go against the voice of his 
own conscience, and he would not stop 
preaching. The strong convictions that 
set him against the popular tide have 
made him one of the outstanding figures 
of Puritan England. The staunch sin- 
cerity of this man stands out in every- 
thing he wrote. 

After he was given his liberty in 
1672, he took up his preaching again 
with new zeal. Often he appeared in 
Baptist pulpits in London. Soon he be- 
came one of the most celebrated Eng- 
lishmen to speak to the nonconformists. 
Yet, he never sought out the great and 
the rich. Whenever followers would 
gather in a small village meetinghouse 
or even in a woods, he was glad to bring 
his message. 

His last act, a deed of love and kind- 
ness, is interesting to recall. After 
hearing that a father and a son had be- 
come embittered, he went on a long 
journey to their home, thinking he 
could bring about a reconciliation. In 
this he was successful, but, coming back 
he was caught in a rain that drenched 
him to the skin. He was taken with 
chills, and went to bed, never to get up. 
His death occurred on August 31, 1688, 
and he was buried in Bunhill Fields. 

Today, when we churchgoers sing the 
“Pilgrim Hymn” that was adapted from 
John Bunyan’s masterpiece, let us think 
of the dauntless Englishman who stood 
up to King Charles’s constables for the 
right to preach the truth as he saw it. 
There is no mistaking the message of 
the hymn. These stanzas will always 
sound a clarion call to Christian adven- 
ture: 


He who would valiant be 
’Gainst all disaster, 

Let him in constancy 
Follow the Master. 

There’s no discouragement 

Shall make him once relent 

His first avowed intent 
To be a pilgrim. 


Who so beset him round 
With dismal stories, 

Do but themselves confound— 
His strength the more is. 
No foes shall stay his might 
Though he with giants fight; 
He will make gg his right 

To be a pilgrim. 


Since, Lord, Thou dost defend 
Us with Thy spirit, 

We know we at the end 
Shall life inherit. 

Then fancies flee away! 

I’ll fear not what men say, 

I’ll labor night and day 
To be a pilgrim.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By C. Ernest Tatham 


Approach to the Lesson 

UR lesson this week exhorts us to 
O stand fast in the evil day. This 

“day” may refer to the time of 
that special concentration of lawless- 
ness that will mark the close of this 
present age, or it might refer to that 
oft-recurring experience that crowds in 
upon us as individuals when we are 
especially exposed to the onslaught of 
temptation. This exhortation probably 
refers to the latter. 

We all have our evil days. The 
Enemy knows us, and periodically at- 
tacks, as he did our Lord. These at- 
tacks are usually made when we are 
off guard, and take the form of sudden 
lunges, perhaps when we are all alone. 
It is then, especially, that we stand in 
need of .a special enduement of spir- 
itual strength. So many of us are 
marked by spiritual impotence, and we 
go down in defeat with ease. Our lives 
are characterized by powerlessness, and 
though we long to be overcomers, in 
all honesty we must confess that we 
are usually overcome. 

Our passage today teaches us that 
our God has made full provision for 
every emergency. All of His mighty 
power is available to us. But we must 
appropriate it in order to benefit by it. 

Our greatest enemy, perhaps, is self- 
confidence, and reliance upon our own 
Strength, which brushes aside the 
strength that comes from the Lord. He 
does not help to save those who help 
to save themselves, but He saves only 
those who acknowledge that they cannot 
Save themselves. His strength is made 
perfect in our weakness. 


Verse by Verse 


Ephesians 6:10.—‘Finally, my breth- 
ren, be strong in the Lord, and in the 
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power of his might.” A special ear- 
nestness grips Paul as he pens this clos- 
ing paragraph to his Ephesian friends. 
In view of the wave of opposition that 
they faced, it was imperative that they 
be fortified to meet it. This would be 
not mere human strength, however, but 
divine. Human strength is mere fleshly 
confidence and is a hindrance rather 
than a help. Realized weakness calls 
out for God’s aid, for it is only here 
that His strength is perfected. (See 2 
Cor. 12:9.) 


Verse 11—“Put on the whole armour 
‘of God, that ye may .. . stand against 
the wiles of the devil.” Our supreme 
foe is that fallen rebel-spirit, the Devil, 
whose attacks are all the more subtle 
because they are camouflaged. “Wiles” 
means tricks, and reminds us of those 
deadly booby traps of World War II. 
For our protection our God has pro- 
vided complete armor, but we must 
appropriate this by faith. 

Verse 12—“For we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against... 
spiritual wickedness in high places.” 
Whereas Israel’s warfare was against 
flesh and blood (cf. the Book of Joshua), 
the Christian’s is directed against spir- 
itual forces. These forces, carefully 
organized by Satan, are composed of 
various ranks of evil spirits, and these 
control the present world-system which 
has rejected the Lord of Glory. They 
operate even in the high places (liter- 
ally, the heavenlies), the very sphere 
of the believer’s blessings (Eph. 1:3). 


Verse 13—“Wherefore take unto you 
the whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand ...and... to 
stand.” Note the command to take. 
This armor is available to each be- 
liever, but he must appropriate it by 
a definite act of faith. Notice also the 
words “withstand” and “stand.” Like 
a lighthouse secure on the rock, we 





are to stand in fair weather and to 
withstand in stormy weather. 


Verse 14——“Stand therefore, having 
your loins girt about with truth, and 
having on the breastplate of righteous- 
ness.” This is the fourth occurance of 
the command to stand (or withstand 
cf. vv. 11, 13). This suggests a bold 
public confession, and is just the op- 
posite to surrender or flight. The loins 
are the source of the strength of the 
body, and these are to be girded by 
the truth of God, for girded loins sug- 
gest. readiness for action. (See Exod. 
12:11; Luke 12:35.) The breastplate 
covers the vital area of the heart, and 
this is to be protected by practical 
righteousness, that day-by-day doing of 
what is right before God. If we thus 
live we shall not be cringing but stout- 
hearted Christians. 


Verse 15—“And your feet shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of peace.” 
Here is another piece of defensive 
armor. The feet suggest walk, or prog- 
ress, but inasmuch as the battlefield 
is rugged, these must be protected. But 
instead of cleats of iron, this protection 
is the good news of peace. We are to 
walk through a hostile world prepared 
to give men at every opportunity God’s 
good news that peace has been made 
by the blood of the cross. 


Verse 16—“Above all, taking the 
shield of faith . . . to quench all the 
fiery darts of the wicked.” The en- 
emies with whom Rome warred, as 
well as the Romans themselves, used 
flaming arrows. If these struck a hu- 
man body, serious injury followed: 
hence, the need of a mobile shield. 
In our spiritual warfare Satan often 
attacks by taking advantage of some 
adverse circumstance, or by some subtle 
suggestion of unbelief. He would de- 
stroy our confidence in God if possible. 
In these circumstances we need to turn 
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instantly to our Lord to find grace to 
help in time of need. 


Verse 17.—“And take the helmet of 
salvation, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God.” The hel- 
met protects the head, of course, and 
this suggests the mind, or thoughts. 
Having already received salvation from 
the penalty of sin, we need daily sal- 
vation from the power of sin, and this 
may be ours as our minds are stayed 
upon the risen Christ. 

The sword is the only offensive piece 
in all this armor, and it is described 
as God’s Word. What a keen cutting 
edge it has! We are to take it in 
hand and use it. 


Verse 18—*“Praying always ... in 
the Spirit, and watching .. . with all 
perseverance and supplication for all 
saints.” Prayer is petition, but sup- 
plication is an intensified form of be- 
seeching. In fact, true prayer is the 
Holy Spirit’s intercession within us. 
This is to be coupled with a watching 
attitude—a looking out for the answers 
—and is to embrace all of the people 
of God, and that because they are fel- 
low members of the family. 


Verse 19—“And for me .. . that I 
may open my mouth boldly, to make 
known the mystery of the gospel.” 
Though Paul was certainly included in 
the “all saints,” he would have their 
prayers not generalized, but definite. 
He craved their intercessions for him- 
self, for, though there was much to in- 
timidate him, he wanted to bear a 
courageous witness to the precious mes- 
sage of the Good News entrusted to 
him. This is a touching example of 
his utter dependence upon their prayers 
to the living God. 


Verse 20.—*. . . I am an ambassador 
in bonds: that ... I may speak boldly 
.” Paul regarded his prison as his 
embassy, in which he desired courage 
to bear a dignified witness to his very 
warders. The blackest of circumstances 
would not silence his testimony. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Both the author of the forty-sixth 
Psalm, and Paul knew what it was to 
experience divine strength when faced 
with insuperable odds. But, like Sam- 
son, there was a secret about this. In 
the case of this famed strong man, his 
strength lay in his apparent weakness, 
for Samson himself was veiled behind 
his long womanlike hair. And just as 
long as he was covered and dependent, 
he was a mighty weapon in the hand 
of God (see Judges 13-16). 

The simple lesson lies in the fact that 
God’s strength is perfected in our real- 
ized weakness. It is when we confess 
that we are thoroughly incapable of 
overcoming our attackers, and turn the 
battle over to the Lord, that we be- 
come overcomers. We may be strong, 
but only “in the Lord.” 

As I rise each morning to face the 
new day I should realize that, first, the 
day will bring its temptations, and sec- 
ond, that I will surrender and fall un- 
less I experience succor from God. But 
I need not fall. The One who stood by

Joshua as he faced the great respon- 
sibility of conquering Canaan, stands 
by me, saying, “Be thou strong and 
very courageous, . . . neither be thou 
dismayed: for the Lord thy God is 
with thee whithersoever thou goest” 
(Josh. 1:7, 9). He is able to take care 
of every problem and bring me to the 
close of the day in perfect victory if I 
take His armor and depend on His 
strength.

Topics for Development 

The Christian as a Soldier. It is ar- 
resting to notice that though our Lord 
is “The Prince of Peace” (Isa. 9:6), 
His followers are described as warriors. 
This underlines the fact that the peace 
He came to bring was a peace based 
on righteousness, and this in itself in- 
volves a declaration of war on the 
forces of unrighteousness. 

The Christian lives in a world that is 
in rebellion. It has refused “The Prince 
of Peace,” and now marches under the 
standard of Satan. This usurping spirit 
opposes every effort to glorify the Lord 
Jesus, and would rob the Christian of 
the enjoyment of his inheritance in 
Christ. 

The Old Testament illustration of this 
is found in the story of Israel’s conquest 
of Canaan under Joshua. Though the 
land was theirs by right of title, they 
had to make it theirs by appropriation, 
and this called for vigorous disposses- 
sion of the foe. This enemy challenged 
and opposed every inch. But victory 
came as they relied upon Jehovah and 
obeyed the voice of His servant. 








Joshua represents the power of the 


risen Christ who delights to lead us 
into the full joy of our inheritance in 
the power of His Holy Spirit. But this 
has its price, and this lies in appropri- 
ating the various pieces of God’s armor. 

Can you think of other New Testa- 
ment references to the Christian as a 
soldier? 


Practical Applications 

In considering the various pieces of 
armor—the belt, the breastplate, the 
shoes, the shield, the helmet, and the 
sword—did you notice that they are all 
defensive except one? The sword is 
the only weapon of offense. The Chris- 
tian soldier is not only firmly to stand 
his ground, but he should also wield 
his sword in offensive action. 

The sword is the living and powerful 
Word of God (see Heb. 4:12). It both 
pierces and discerns. As a sword it 
has two keen edges, and is designed 
for close engagement. 

The -Spirit wields it through the 
yielded Christian soldier. The appro- 
priate word of holy Scripture is tre- 
mendously powerful, far surpassing the 
best of human reasonings. The best 
way to prove the keenness of a sword 
is to use it. So with Scripture. 

Let us, therefore, memorize the great 
Bible statements, and then as the need 
arises, and as opportunity presents it- 
self, we can confidently face the foe 
and wield this weapon in. the battles 
of the Lord. 

Remember: 
our backs! 


Golden Text 

Eph. 6:10.—“Be strong in the Lord, 
and in the power of his might.” This 
is the very opposite to self-confidence, 
or the reliance on any creature-strength. 
In the risen Christ alone is the avail- 
able power for every foe we face.

“_.. be strong in the Lord .. .” (Eph. 
6:10) .—Strength is a very desirable qual- 
ity. “The glory of young men is their 
strength,” said King Solomon. Young 
people delight in displaying their 
strength in the performance of physical 
feats. And people will travel great dis- 
tances and spend considerable sums of 
money to watch them perform—as in 
the Olympics. 

It is not necessary to be physically 
strong to heed the words of our text; 
for even an apostle said: “. . . when I 
am weak, then am I strong” (2 Cor. 
12:10). 

The Lord strengthens us “by his Spirit 
in the inner man” (Eph. 3:16). We 
may have our strength renewed (or 
changed) by waiting “upon the Lord” 
(Isa. 40:31). As proper food tends to 
strengthen the body, so feeding upon 
the Word strengthens disciples (Acts 
18:11, 23). 

As we “joy in God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (Rom. 5:11), the measure 
of our strength increases! (Neh. 8:10.) 
Happy the person who can say with 
the Apostle Paul, “I have strength for 
all things in Christ Who empowers me” 
(Phil. 4:13, Amplified N. T.). 

“As thy days, so shall thy strength 
be” (Deut. 33:25). If it should be a 
day of adversity, the Lord can 
strengthen us in such a manner as to 
enable us to glory in the trial instead 
of going to pieces under it (Rom. 5:3). 

When the home of one dear servant 
of the Lord had been broken into and 
plundered, he said: “I have fallen into 
the hands of burglars. They have taken 
all from me. What now? Let me take 
an inventory. They have left me the 
sun, moon, and stars; a loving wife, 
and many friends. I can still discourse 
and write as I please. They have not 
taken from me my merry countenance, 
my cheerful spirit, my good conscience. 
They have left me the providence of 
God, and all the divine promises, and 
all my spiritual blessings, and my char- 
ity to them, too. I still. eat, drink, 
and sleep. I read and meditate!” 

Since this is the temperance lesson, 
it is apropos to say that the Lord will 
certainly give to all who earnestly seek 
it, the power to fulfill the exhortation: 
“Be not drunk with wine, wherein is 
excess; but be filled with the Spirit” 
(Eph. 5:18). 

“Put on the whole armour of God...” 
(Eph. 6:11).—There are seven pieces in 
this divine panoply, if we include “all 
prayer,” for our fight against invisible, 
evil, spiritual foes. “For we are not 
wrestling with flesh and blood . . . but 
against the despotisms, against the 
powers, against [the master spirits who 
are] the world rulers of this present 
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darkness, against the spirit forces of 


wickedness in the heavenly [super- 
natural] sphere” (Eph. 6:12, Amplified 
N. T.). 

That evil forces are at work in the 
world today seems apparent, even to 
industrialists. I was rather amazed to 
find the following paragraph in a mag- 
azine published by an oil company: 

“History seems to be moving toward 
a climax. We cannot hope, without the 
advantage of historical perspective, to 
understand fully the forces that have 
been unleashed around the world.” 

Satan detests the Holy Scriptures. 
It seems he is willing to go any length 
to belittle and cast doubt upon them. 

Dr. Joseph Parker said: “The Devil 
is so strong, so wakeful, so cruel. He 
has nearly torn me to pieces; he is a 
terrible opponent. He is not a meta- 
physical antagonist—he is a real and 
tremendous foe, and he has said to me 
many a time: ‘Poor man! shut up that 
old Book of yours which you call the 
Bible: it is old and obsolete, and quite 
behind the march of the ages.’ ” 

“Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth .. .” (Eph. 6:14). 
—The girdle is the belt which gathers 
up and holds together the flowing robes 
—corresponding to our habits. Free 
reins should not be given to our af- 
fections and desires. 

The Lord Jesus said, “I am... the 
truth.” Our standing in Him is perfect. 
But we are also told to “speak,” “hold,” 
and “love,” the truth; and to “walk” in 
it. When our state is in keeping with 
our standing, we are properly girded. 

“ . . . having on the breastplate of 
righteousness” (Eph. 6:14). —“The right- 
eousness of God... is... upon all them 
that believe” (Rom. 3:22). Christ has 
been “made unto us... . righteousness” 
(1 Cor. 1:30). We have been “made 
the righteousness of God in him” (2 
Cor. 5:21). At the same time we should 
never forget that we are exhorted to 
live “righteously . .. in this present 
world” (Titus 2:12). 

To sum it all up in a few words, 
there is the girdle of truth, and the 
breastplate of righteousness for the 
body; the sandals, the gospel of peace 
for the feet; the shield of faith for the 
hand; the helmet of salvation for the 
head; the sword of the Spirit for the 
mouth; and all prayer for our line of 
communication. “Wherefore stand!”

Sentence by sentence this letter in- 
dicates: (1) Power through skill (ability 
to swim)... (2) Power through phy- 
sique (ability to lift). (3) Power 
through devotions (ability to pray and 
read the Bible). (4) Power through 
money (please send a dollar). 

Now fellows, today we consider the 
subject of strength in God. Some 
writers include in this topic the sub- 
title of Temperance. All well and good, 
since our powers: come from God and 
not from strong. drink. 

First of -all, let us consider God’s 
Word—Psalm 46. 

Did you know that about 701 B.C. 
Jerusalem was surrounded by the As- 
syrian armies, which were mighty in 
number and in power? These Assyri- 
ans were led by Sennacherib (714-696 
B.C.),. who invaded Judah in the days 
of Hezekiah, and whose army was de- 
stroyed in one night; he was slain by 
two of. his sons in Nineveh in the temple 
of Nisroch (see Isa. 37:33-38). 

Now fellows, picture the scene. The 
Assyrians in mighty numbers were en- 
camped about the holy city. Of what 
avail was little Jerusalem before such 
a countless host? Then, one morning, 
the Jews looked up and over the walls 
of Jerusalem—and to their amazement, 
the Assyrians were no more. Who had 
delivered them? They had not fired 
an arrow, or a javelin! They had not 
even crossed swords with any of the 
enemy. God had saved them. Was it 
by epidemic or plague? History does 
not record the reason. 

Once the King of Spain, which at the 
time was the first-rate power in Europe, 
tried to conquer brave little England. 
He sent a fleet of ships to subdue that 
island. But before the mighty armada 
reached the coasts of England, a great 
storm came and sank many of the 
Spanish ships. The rest were defeated 
by the English. But who sent the 
storm? God, of course. 

During the year 1941 and the first 
part of the year 1942, the Allies had 
suffered many defeats at the hands of 
Hitler and Tojo. Then a few thousand 
American Marines set out resolutely to 
reverse this tragedy and humiliation of 
defeat after defeat. On August 4, 1942, 
three days before the Navy Task Force 
reached Guadalcanal, mist and over- 
hanging clouds covered this American 
fleet, so that. not one enemy plane ob- 
served the arrival on August 7 of the 
American forces. At that time, the 
enemy had superior naval forces. in 
nearby waters. But the Americans were 
successful in the first Allied offensive 
of World War II. Why? Because God 
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protected them at a most critical mo- 
ment. 

During times of war, there are those 
on both sides who claim “God is with 
us.” But eventually, at least in the 
major wars of the past one hundred 
years, the right side has been victorious, 
and “truth, crushed to earth” has arisen 
once again. 

Who sends peace on earth? It is 
God, who “maketh wars to cease unto 
the end of the earth” (Psa. 46:9). 

Who will someday “be exalted among 
the heathen,” who will “be exalted in 
the earth”? (v. 10.) The Lord! Why? 
Because He said so. And He has never 
been known to break a promise. 

Of course, Christians ought to be 
the strongest and most powerful people 
in the world. Why? Because there 
is nothing that Christians cannot do. 
‘IT can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me” (Phil. 4:13). 

Years ago, when I worked at farm- 
ing and marketing, I had with me a 
Japanese boy from Hawaii by the name 
of Jiro Shiroma. Jiro was an unusual 
lad. Did the truck need fixing? Jiro 
would say, “I can do it!” Carpenter- 
ing to be done? “Let Jiro do it.” 
Work in the garden? Dishes to be 


washed? Anything else? Jiro could 
do anything. he was ready, willing 
and able. 


Christians ought to be the ablest and 
strongest people in the world. 

Say, fellows, how can you become 
powerful Christians? “Be strong in the 
Lord, and in the power of his might” 
(Eph. 6:10), Then nothing can stop 
you and no power on earth can defeat 
you!

My Class of Girls

UR lesson today is about the armor 

the Christian soldier must put on 

if he is to stand against the wiles of 
Satan, and win victories for the Lord. 
Not long ago I read of a brave lion 
tamer in a circus. He saw an elephant 
bump into the bar of a. lion’s cage. 
The door flew open and the beast came 
out. The panic-stricken crowd was too 
shocked to move as the lion crouched 
to spring upon them. The lion tamer 
knew that his only chance to prevent 
a tragedy was to force the beast back, 
so at the risk of his own life he ap- 
proached the lion cracking his whip. 
He commanded sternly, “Back, Nero, 
back!” .The animal bared his teeth 
and snarled, his tail lashing from side 
to side in rage. But the lion tamer 
hit him in the face again and again 
with his whip, and continued ordering, 
“Back, Nero, back!” The crowd was 
breathless. At last the angry beast, 


subdued by the stinging whip, sprang 
back into his cage, and the bolt was 
secured. The lion tamer received high 
praise for his deed, saving others as he 
did from injury and death. But some 
time later, that lion tamer died from 


alcoholic poisoning! He defeated the 
lion, but he was defeated by liquor. 

On the board we have the outline 
of a soldier, and I want you as soon as 
we have read Ephesians 6: 10-20, to draw 
the different pieces of armor named in 
this chapter as we talk about them. 

The first piece of armor named is the 
girdle of truth. A girdle or belt controls 
or holds in one’s clothing, so we are to 
be controlled by God’s truth, and to 
be restricted by the truth in what we 
say. A Christian failing in truth is ope 
to the attacks of the enemy. . 

“The breastplate of righteousness” is 
mentioned next. The breastplate pro- 
tects the heart. Christ is our right- 
eousness, and all of us who are saved 
have Him in our hearts. By giving 
Him control of our hearts and lives, 
we will be kept from doing or saying 
wrong things. 

“Feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace” reminds us of 
Romans 10:13-15. Let. us read these 
verses together. God calls the feet of 
the Christian soldier beautiful as he 
marches forward bearing the Gospel 
to a lost, troubled world. 

“Above all, taking the shield of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be-able to quench 
all the fiery darts of the wicked.” A 
shield is movable so that it can be 
put over any place that is being at- 
tacked. The Apostle Paul, who wrote 
these words by inspiration, certainly 
knew how to use this shield. Acts 27: 
21-25 tells one occasion where he used 
it gloriously. He was a prisoner in 
chains on a boat battered by a terrific 
storm of many days’ duration. He was 
surrounded by cold, hungry men ex- 
pecting constantly to be sunk with the 
ship. He-stands before these two hun- 
dred seventy-five hopeless men saying, 
“The . . . God, whose I am, and whom 
I serve has told me that not one of 
you will be drowned, but all will get 
safe to land .. . And I believe God.” 
What faith this was! How can we get 
more faith? Read Romans 10:17. Lis- 
tening to God’s Word, reading it, study- 
ing it, and memorizing it will enable 
us to wear the shield of faith. 

“The helmet of salvation” protects 
the part of the head where the brain is. 
It also shows that a man is a soldier. 
We need to let people know that we 
are saved, and to bear in mind that 
we are the Lord’s. Without “the hel- 
met of salvation” a Christian who reads 
or listens to false doctrine is easily 
led astray. So is one who goes to a 
college where ungodly professors cast 
doubt on God’s Word. 

“The sword of the Spirit” is the 
Word of God. We need to learn as 
much as we can of God’s Word so 
that our sword will be ready to use 
when needed. 

Ephesians 6:18 stresses the importance 
of prayer in the life of the Christian 
soldier. Why is prayer so important 
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in giving us the victory? Because we 
have no power whatsoever of ourselves. 
But prayer puts us in touch with the 
One who is all-powerful. Our God 
can never be defeated. Neither can 
we be, when we have on all the armor 
He has given us, and keep in close 
touch with Him through prayer. 

Soldiers do not fight separately: They 
fight shoulder to shoulder. The Lord 
has united His soldiers so closely that 
He calls them “one body.” No. 7 on 
the card we are learning is: Question, 
“Who baptized us into one body?” An- 
swer, “By one Spirit are we all bap- 
tized into one body, whether we be 
Jews or Gentiles” (1 Cor. 12:13). We 
will end class today by memorizing to- 
gether these important words.

HINK hard! Do these names and 
words tell you a story? (List slowly 
to allow time for thought: Sennacherib, 
Hezekiah, letter, Temple, thousands of 
dead soldiers, enemy gone. Or, to re- 
view this story, you could show again 
the picture of Sennacherib’s throne on 
wheels or a flannelgraph scene used in 
the lessons for August 28 and September 
4.) Remember there was just no hope 
at all for besieged Jerusalem! The rest 
of the country had already been cap- 
tured, and most of the countries around. 
Hezekiah and his little army could not 
possibly hold out. 

But there was still God! Listen again 
to Hezekiah’s earnest prayer as he 
spread out that letter for God to read. 
(Read Isa. 37:16-20.) What a _ sight 
when the people flocked out of the 
city that morning! Ronald, read verse 
36. “The angel of the Lord” may have 
used a terrible plague or sickness which 
killed men fast. What person in Jeru- 
salem that day would not have wanted 
to “give thanks unto the Lord; for he 
is good: for his mercy endureth for 
ever” (Psa. 136:1). 

Perhaps it was King Hezekiah or 
Prophet Isaiah who thought long about 
God’s saving them, as though He were 
a ‘strong fort to keep them safe in 
earthquake or flood or war. And what 
do you think—a new song was born! 

Would you be scared in an earthquake 
with houses falling and dishes crash- 
ing? Would you be afraid in a flood 
with the water rising all around you? 
Psalm 46:1-3 was the first stanza of 
the song. The chorus is in verse 7.

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How long could you live? In Hezekiah’s 
time there were no faucets with run- 
ning water. To a besieged city, with 
an enemy outside so you could not go 
to the springs, how important water 
was! Before the coming of Sennacherib 
Hezekiah had dug a new course for a 
stream and tunneled it right inside the 
walls! (2 Kings 20:20; 2 Chron. 32: 
2-4, 30; Isa. 22:9b, lla.) That lifesav- 
ing water right in the city was like 
God’s presence there to save and make 
glad. Psalm 46:4-6 make the second 
stanza of the new song, and verse 7 
is its chorus. Do you suppose the peo- 
ple were so sure of God’s help before 
it happened? 

“And that right early” (v. 5) is really 
the words for “when morning comes.” 
What a morning it was for Hezekiah’s 
people! Now the third stanza invites 
folks out to see the sight and believe 
(vv. 8-10), and again the chorus of 
faith (v. 11). 

Who but God could do it? How won- 
derful to have Him for one’s God! Is 
He yours? You had better stop and 
think! Or as the song says, “Be still, 
and know that I am God” (Psa. 46:10, 
Memory Verse). In our day an army 
does not have to camp outside our city. 
Intercontinental missiles from across the 
world could blow us up. But God and 
prayer are just as powerful now as 
ever—if we trust Him! 

Now let us pretend we are Hezekiah’s 
singers. Where do you think we should 
sing this song? In the Temple? In a 
victory parade from the city to the 
enemies’ camp? On the walls looking 
down on the burning of the enemy 
equipment? Dean may be “the chief 
musician” or music leader (see the in- 
troductory instructions for the Psalm). 
He may choose the soloists to sing 
each of the three stanzas. Dean, do 
you wish the chorus to be given after 
verse 3 as well as after verses 6 and 10? 

In girls’ classes the teacher may note 
that the term “Alamoth” may indicate 
that the Psalm was intended for 
women’s voices. It is a word which 
means “maidens.” Women often were 
singers in victory celebrations (Exod. 
15:20, 21; Judges 5:1; 11:34; 1 Sam. 18: 
6, 7; Psa. 68:25).

ETH was a little afraid! And, if 
you want to know a secret, so 
were her mother and daddy. Not one of 
them, of course, would admit that they 
were afraid. But deep down inside, 
each one had to admit that fear was 
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there. What made them afraid? That 
very day the doctor had said that Beth 
had to have a very serious operation. 
Operations are not really fun ever. But 
serious ones—no one wants that kind! 


That night after dinner Daddy wisely 
said, “I’m going to read for our family 
worship time one of the Psalms.” He 
turned, as did Beth and Mother, to the 
Forty-sixth Psalm. The moment Daddy’s 
warm voice began to read the words of 
Scripture, everyone began to feel better. 
“‘God is our refuge and strength, a 


very present help in trouble. There- 
fore will not we fear ... Be still, and 
know that I am God... The Lord of 


hosts is with us; the God of Jacob is 
our refuge.’ These words were written 
in the long ago,” Daddy explained, “at 
a time when the enemies of God’s peo- 
ple had gone to war to destroy God’s 
people. Instead of the people of God 
becoming terrified, they were confident 
that God would care for them, their 
hiding place (refuge), their place of 
shelter. They refused to be afraid for 
they belonged to God. 


“What made them so calm and con- 
fident? They knew God. They knew 
that everything and everyone were 
made by God. He alone could hold His 
own people securely. He could keep 
the enemies from killing His people. 
They trusted Him. And because they 
did trust Him, God did protect them. 
Instead of their enemies destroying 
them, they destroyed their enemies. 
Over in the New Testament in the 
sixth chapter of Ephesians, we are told 
to ‘put on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil.’ The pieces of 
armor are mentioned—pieces that cover 
the whole body from the feet to the 
head. Our armor, really, is the Lord 
Jesus Christ Himself.

2:14)— 
and He who is peace, wants us to have 
His peace at this particular time; He is 
our salvation (Psa. 27:1); He is the 
living Word of God (John 1:1-14).”

The Man With the Glowing Face 
(Exod. 34:27-35)

E have all seen wrist watches on 

which the hands and the figures on 
the dial were coated with a radium salt 
that glows of its own power in the dark, 
and thus enables the wearer to tell the 
time at night. Some years ago, the 
writer bought a watch to use on camp- 
ing trips. It was sold under the state- 
ment that it had a luminous dial, and 
he wrongly supposed that this meant 
that the figures and the hands glowed 
throughout the darkness. However, to 
his disappointment, he found that the 
coating used on this watch was merely 
a substance similar to luminous paint. 
The figures and hands did glow for 
awhile after they had been exposed to 
light, but, in the middle of the night 
after the watch had been in darkness 
for some hours, its dial glowed no more 
than that of an ordinary watch. The 
luminescence was very short-lived and 
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the only way one could tell time then 
was by playing a flashlight or some other 
light upon it. 
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It would seem that the shining of 
Moses’ face, about which we read in the 
Scripture lesson chosen for this week’s 
topic, was a temporary radiance, a re- 
flex of the eternal glory of the Lord in 
whose presence Moses had spent forty 
days and forty nights on Mt. Sinai. So 
awesome was it, however, that we read 
that the Israelites were afraid to come 
near him at first.

Some have thought that, by putting 
the veil before his face, Moses was 
concealing the brightness from which 
the Israelites shrank and thus giving 
them encouragement to meet with him 
and to listen to what he had to say. 
However, in 2 Corinthians 3, where 
Paul uses this incident to illustrate the 
difference between the Law and the 
Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ, there 








is a strong implication that Moses used 
the veil over his face so that the Israel- 
ites would not see the fading away of 
the temporary glory.

Whichever may have been the case, 
the lesson for us today is that time 
spent in God’s presence through prayer 
and the reading and study of His Word 
will make a difference in our counte- 
nance. We have seen the proof of this 
in the faces of consecrated Christian 
parents and of godly pastors. Perhaps 
you have noticed in the pictures found 
in missionary literature and magazines 
the glow upon the faces of natives who 
have turned from idols to serve the 
living and true God as compared with 
the faces of those who are still in dark- 
ness.

We, too, may have shining faces if 
we are willing to give time to be in the 
presence of God. Wherever we go, in 
school, at work, or in full-time Chris- 
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tian service, men and women will be 
reading our faces and will either be 
attracted or repelled by what they see 
there. Shall it not be for everyone of 
us a reflection of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
the intensity of which will be main- 
tained by our regular morning watch 
and by the faithful searching of the 
Scriptures for His guidance and cor- 
rection and nourishment?

ARTINIQUE, where it is always 

summer, is known in the Carib- 
bean as Madinina, queen of he Antilles. 
Its temperature remains between 75 
and 80 degrees. It is located in the 
Windward Islands, and has been a 
French possession since 1653. Its area 
is 385 square miles and the approximate 
population is 270,000. The natives are 
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friendly and will do their best to help 
tourists. 

Martinique is world famous for the 
eruption of Mt. Pelee in 1902, which 
wiped out in three minutes the entire 
population (40,000) of the former capi- 
tal city of St. Pierre. Ruins of the 
city, called the Pompeii of the New 
World afford an interesting climax to 
a sightseeing trip along the spectacular 
west coast of the island, with its fish- 
ing villages, tropical beaches, cliffs, 
and coves. This is the birthplace of 
Napoleon’s Empress Josephine, whose 
statue stands in the center of the Sa- 
vanna, the public park of Port-de- 
France, which the party will see. The 
party will visit the city of St. Pierre 
and will return via the LaTrace route 
through gorgeous valleys and over 
winding mountain roads with magni- 
ficent panoramas at every turn. They 
will pass Morne Rouge, Fonds Marie 
Reine, and the village of Balata, return- 
ing back to Port-de-France and lunch 
aboard the Empress of England. 





Interesting shops are available to the 
tourists here. Prices of perfumes, hand- 


icrafts, native dolls, French China, 
straw hats, baskets, French silver, crys- 
tal, and glasses painted with native 
views are reported to be quite reason- 
able. 

Other ports. to be visited by this 
second Christian Fellowship Cruise will 
include St. Thomas, V. I.; La Guaira, 
Venezuela; Curacao, Netherlands West 
Indies; Cartagena, Colombia; Cristobal, 
with a visit to the Canal Zone and Pan- 
ama City; Kingston, Jamaica; and Port- 
au-Prince, Haiti, with sightseeing trips 
in six of the ports and countries named.

lily. In other words, the brim turned 
outward and downward. It could well 
be, therefore, that the measurement 
from lip to lip, or brim to brim, was 
ten cubits whereas the circumference 
of the actual opening of the vessel 
measured only thirty cubits. On the 
other hand, the “line” mentioned in 
verse 23 may not have encircled the 
vessel at the extreme outer lip but a 
few inches lower where the lip or brim 
began to flare away from the opening.

—Prime Minister John Diefenbaker is 
not ashamed of his abstinence stand. 
The press reported a “cocktail party” 
in the governor’s residence for more 
than two hundred lawmakers. The 
guests were served coffee and cake. 
Both the Prime Minister and his wife 
are abstainers. Again when Queen 
Elizabeth visited Montreal on the oc- 
casion of the opening of the Seaway, 
the Prime Minister entertained two 
thousand persons—the elite of the coun- 
try. This time no cocktails were served, 
only orange juice as the beverage. 


At the national meeting of the Young 
Progressive Conservative Association, 
the top youth political organization in 
Canada announced to the five hundred 
delegates at their reception last Novem- 
ber that “coffee will be served.” No 
intoxicants were used. 


The Canadian Women’s Press Club 
took up the cue and, for the first time, 
served no cocktails.

“How little we hear of the sure word of 
prophecy. An unbelieving generation ques- 
tions the possibility of such a word. A church 
tinctured with or largely given over to un- 
belief turns away from this sure word as 
either impossible or too difficult to under- 
stand. Doubt, dislike of the doctrine and its 
demands for holy living, indifference to this 
word—all these and many more add up to 
the careless, worldly, unthinking, conviction- 
less religion of many who profess to be Chris- 
tians, 

“Prophecy thunders its message to the ear 
that will hear. The voice of prophecy already 
fulfilled—some in process of fulfillment right 
now—calls us from our spiritual sleep of 
death. “That they may see, and know’ (Isaiah 
41:20) is God’s purpose in giving men to 
understand what shall occur. His challenge 
of old was, ‘Declare unto us what shall hap- 
pen ... show us things to come’ (Isaiah 
41:22). 

“He who knows anything of the history 
of Egypt through the centuries, he who has 
walked through the still ruins of Babylon and 
Nineveh, he who has felt the eerie quietness 
of ancient Petra; he who has walked in the 
vicinity of Tyre and Sidon or who has looked 
across the northern shores of the Sea of Gali- 
lee knows the accuracy and, in many in- 
stances, the terrifying fulfillment of God’s 
prophecies.

Congressional Junketing.—The Senate 
voted to require disclosure of expense 
accounts filed by Senate and House 
members for their trips abroad. A 
newspaper man revealed that many of 
the accounts had hidden amounts spent 
for liquor. The House did not pass the 
same rule. 


Harvard University conducted a series 
of studies into the contributing causes 
of juvenile delinquency. They reported 
that six out of every ten delinquents 
had drinking fathers. Three out of four 
lacked parental interest and discipline. 
Few had religious contacts or training 
of any kind. This should remind us. to 
seek out those of Sunday school age 
and encourage them to attend and at 
least learn some of the facts necessary 
to good living and useful service to 
our country. 


The Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union of South Africa is circulating a 
Declaration of Purpose among church 
women that is helping the hostess to 
serve only fruit juices at functions. 
“Realizing the grave problems which 
alcohol-drinking customs have caused, 
and the difficulties they create for mo- 
torists, young people, and others who 
wish to avoid their use, I hereby 
declare my purpose not to serve alcoholic 
beverages at any party or function 
for which I am personally respon- 
sible.” This would be a fine program 
for American churches to adopt. The 
social drink often leads to continued 
use and alcoholism. 


Booze on Her Shopping List.—The 
National Liquor Stores Association re- 
ports that seventy percent to seventy- 
five percent of their customers are 
women, many picking up the family 
liquor at another counter when they 
go to purchase groceries. 
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Protection.—The Japan Broadcasting 
Corporation announced in June that it 
was withdrawing all crime, murder, 
American Westerns, and Japanese war 
programs from its television network 
to protect the morals of young viewers.
